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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard ( First Revision ) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after 
the draft finalized by the Surgical Instruments Sectional Committee had been approved by the 
Medical Equipment and Hospital Planning Division Council. 

This standard was first published in 1975. It has been revised so as to retain the requirements in 
respect of shape and dimensions only, as the common specification aspects for these types of 
forceps are covered in IS 3642 ( Part 1 ) : 1990 'Surgical instruments — Specification: Part 1 
Non-cutting, articulated instruments ( second revision )' which would serve as a horizontal standard 
for these forceps. Accordingly, this standard takes the form of a vertical standard and is 
intended to be used in conjunction with IS 3642 ( Part 1 ) : 1990. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied 
with, the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test, shall be rounded off 
in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised y. The number 
of significant places retained in the rounded off value should be theisame as that of the specified 
value in this standard.

No. 2 of Section 6 of IS 3642 ( Part 1 ) : 1990.
